The oil companies cannot af­ 
ford to take th** chances of liti­ 
gation in taking a lease from on * 
who has simply filed on the min­ 
eral claims and is not owner of 
Hie land td be developed. 
I hider 
such 
a contingency 
the owner! 
would not profit from the find­ 
ing of oil. and it is easy to imag­ 
ine about how he would feel for 
his land to be damaged by drill­ 
ing operations 
from 
which he 
could not expect any profit. Thej 
result is that leases on such land 
are practically 
worthless, 
and 
development will be postponed 
until the m atter is settled in fav­ 
or of the land ow ner. 
"That is the legal side of the 
question.
